thing-leas-than-logical shots be- 
cause you' may be able to make 
at least some use of the rock, 


But coming right down to 
a tacks, there was nothing 
ever too wrong with a good 
strong draw. You can win a lot 
of game with it, but versatility 
is the answer for that little bit 
extra that can transform a good 
rink into a great one, 


I would advige you, then, to 
keep working on your weak- 
nesses in practice at “points” or 
in games that may not count 
so very much. But in the mean- 
time for the “big ones’, I would 
suggest that you cater to the 
law of averages as much as pos- 
sible. 

Finally: 

Question: If you are in a situ- 
ation where you have to get 
points, with or without last rock, 
should you play your early 
rocks in the house or out in 
front? 

ANSWER: I would play my 
stones in front. Let's analyze 
the siutation. If the rock is 
played into the house, th} op- 
ponent will either hit it and re- 
main in play or roll out.

along the edges. It also dulls 
them a little so I'll have a freer 
flow on the ends. 


When | was a youngster out 
west, my Dad set up his own 
skate sharpening device. He had 
an emery wheel that he hooked 
up with the motor on our wash- 
ing machine. 

There were nine youngsters in 
our family, plus all the neigh- 
bors. There must have been 30 
kids in the neighborhood whose 
skates he sharpened for nothing. 
He kept everybody happy, gave 
them a halfway decent edge on 
their skates, 


The first thing we did when 
we took our skates off was to 
take a cloth and dry those 
blades thoroughly to mee them 
from rusting. 

When we put them away for 
the summer months, we stuffed 
paper in the boots to absorb any 
moisture, help them keep their 
shape, oiled down the blades to 
prevent rust, 

Going from rink to rink as a 
youngster and dressing at any 
given spot, sometimes in a rail- 
road sleeping car, we had 
wooden scabbards so we could 
walk on our skates without 
damaging the edges. 

Rubber scabbards are very 
good to put on your blades when 
you pack them in your equip- 
ment bags, or even adhesive 
tape. Otherwise they can rub 
against each other, put a dent 
or nick in the blade. If any part 
of the edge near the toe of the 
blade is gone it can cause you 
to slip, cause injury. In the Na- 
tional Hockey League we have 
rubber tile in the dressing room, 
rubber matting right to: the rink 
to protect our blades,

A. I most certainly do think 
that you. should try to slide.

You will notice that most 
of the people who use the 
longer slide delivery took it 
up in their. youth and it 
came naturally to them, not 
unlike a full golf swing, But 
as the years go by, fortun- 
ately, you aren’t so supple 
as you used to be. So I 
would advise you to start 

ith a very short slide, just 
enough to release the rock 
properly .'. . four or five- 
feet. You will find that if this 
comes naturally, it will gra- 
dually lengthen until you 
have all the advantages of 
the longer slide. 


Q. “I am a young curler, and I 
have been watching some of 
the better players who use 
the slide delivery. Some fel- 
lows keep their broom on the 
ice, and some hold. their 
broom up in the air at the 
side.

A. If you are going to use, the 
long slide delivery, I think 
it is an advantage to use 
your broom to maintain pro- 
per balance.

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U.S. MOVES TO RESTRICT 
RAW MEAT IMPORT 


Meat embargo 
said unfair 


Agriculture Minister Harry Hays 
says the Canadian government is 
concerned over moves in the 
United States to place restrictions 
on meat imports, 

Mr, Hays told a meeting of. the 
Chicago Farmers’ Club recently 
that Canada would be adversely 
affected if bills pending in Con- 
gress dealing with controls on 
meat imports are enacted into 
law, 

The club comprises executives 
who also operate farms and was 
meeting in conjunction with the 
International Livestock Exposition. 

“There are at the moment five 
or six bills before Congress putt- 
ing control on imports on meat 
products, which wé are concerned 
about,” Mr. Hays told 250 persons 
at the meeting. 

He said such controls would be 
unfair to Canada because the 
United States already has 4 bal- 
ance of trade in its favor in deal- 
ings with his country. 

The bills pending in Congress 
resulted from protests among 
US. cattle raisers who say they 
have suffered because of low cat- 
tle prices. The? contend meat im- 
|ports compete with domestic pro- 
jducts and are partly responsible 
i for low prices.

Buy the size of turkey to suit your needs, 
recommends the Poultry Products Institute. The 
old bugbear of left-over turkey every day for 
a week is no longer necessapy. Oven-ready, 
broiler-fryer-roasters weigh from five to eight 
pounds. Young hen and tom turkeys weigh 


¥ + 
on up to 24 pounds and over. 

When you are estimating the amount 
of oven-ready turkey to buy, allow %4 pound 
per serving and you should end up with ap- 
proximately five ounces of cooked meat per 
serving. A large tom turkey over 22 pounds 
may yield a little more than this. Allow one 
pound per person if buying an undrawn 
bird. 


One point to remember, says the Poultry 


_ Products Institute, is that the small turkeys are 


very young birds (14 to 16 weeks old) and 
so do not have the pronounced flavor of the 
larger turkeys, however, each is delicious and 
should be accepted for its own delicate or 
pronounced flavor, — 
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Judging quality in turkey 


Turkey is sold by grade in large Cana- 
dian cities and most small centres. This is the 
consumer's assurance that the turkey has cer- 
tain qualities, depending upon the grade, 
which she wants. Grade A is well-fleshed 
(meaty), free of large bivises or skin tears, 
very few (if any) pin feathers and well 
formed (no crooked keel bone etc.). Grade 
B's may be marked dowr because of tears, 
bruises, pin feathers or crooked keels or be- 
cause they are not as well-fleshed. 

Homemakers ask the Poultry Products In- 
stitute how to tell quality and the answer is 


“buy the grade’, Another question frequenily 
asked is can you tell a young bird by pressing 
the keel bone (breast bone)? The answer. is 
"Yes". [f the bone has a flexible tip the turkey 
is young. However, when buying a frozen 
bird this test cannot be applied, bu! the mark- 
ing of grade and class of turkey gives you 
this information, The small turkeys are 14 to 
16 weeks old, young roasting toms and hens 
are usually five to seven months old and 
breeder turkeys are usually 12 to 15 months 
old. 
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The big thaw 


A big thaw will take place two or three 
days before Christmas, accogging to the 
Poultry Products Institute of Canada. No, the 
PPI is not turning .weatrer forecaster. The’ 
“big thaw” refers to the thousands of pounds 
of frozen turkey which will be thawing in 
preparation for the Christmas dinners all 
across our country. Just to make sure your 
turkey is thawed in time, follow the easy 
suggestion of the PPI. 


Allow five hours per pound if thawing 
turkey in a refrigerator or other cold place 
not over 40 degrees F. Some directions say 
thaw 24 to 48 hours, others one to four days, 
but these general directions are not specific 
enough to help the homemaker especially one 
who, prépares turkey only occasionally, 

lf a speedier dabostng is desired, place 
turkey in its unopened freezer bag in cold 


water to cover ‘or under a stream of cold 
water and allow one hour per pound to thaw." 

For an example a 15 pound turkey will 
take approximately 75 .hours or a little over 
three days to defrost in a refrigerator or about 
15 hours in cold water. 

Do not remove freezer bag from turkey 
being defrosted in refrigerator. Just slit the 
bag on the back and place on a rack, on a 
tray or shallow pan to allow. moisture to drain 
away as it thaws. To further spéed up thaw- 
ing, remove giblets and neck as soon as bird 
is pliable enough to do so, If bag is removed 
at this time or badly torn, cover bird lightly 
with waxed paper to keep surface from drying 
out, 

Thawed turkey may be safely held in re- 
frigerator or other place (not over 40 degrees 
F.) or a day before cooking. 


- PREPARING THE TURKEY 


Most turkeys are so expertly prepared 
before they are displayed on meat counters 


today, one forgets there are still undrawn . 


and comparatively roughly finighed birds still 
available in some sections. Fifteen or 20 years 
ago general cooking directions for preparing 
the Christmas dinner usuclly started with de- 
tails of how to draw the bird. Most home- 
makers certainly did not care for this job 
and many butchers used to do it for a small 
extra charge. But the drawing was roughly 
done and much work remained for the home- 
maker once she got the turkey home. 


It takes a matter of minutes to prepare 
the turkey today. Check body cavity for any 
bits of lungs or kidney (along back bone 
Just above hips) which may accidentally have 
been missed. , 

_Singeing is another job which is done in 
many processing plants now, If there are a 
few hairs, however, these can be burned off 
with a small flame of alcohol if there is no 
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open flame in the kitchen, such as a burner or 
a gas stove. Place two or three tablespoons 
of alcohol in a metal pie ,plate and set it 
down in the sink, Be sure there is ‘nothing 
inflammable, such as tea towels, curtains, etc., 
near, Light alcohol and rotate bird over it. 
lf additional flame is necessary be sure fire 
is completely out before pouring more,alcohol 
into pan, This is a smokeless easy way to 
singe. 

The odd pinfeather which may remain 
is quickly removed with a pair of eyebrow 
tweezers or a strawberry huller, 

Wipe turkey inside and out with clean 
damp cloth or rinse quickly under a stream of 
cold water and then dry. This preparation can 
be done the day before the big dinner and 
then it takes but a moment to put the stuffing 
in the bird and ypop it into the oven. Do not 
stuff turkey until just before it goes into the 
“oven, , 
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How much is enough 


Take the guess work out of preparing 
stuffing for turkey by estimating how much you 
will require before you start. Allow one cup 
of stuffing per pound of even-ready bird, 
This gives you enough te fill neck and body 


cavity and may, depending upon the size and - 


shape of turkey, allow some extra to bake 


separately in a covered buttered casserole for 
those extra servings. The casserole needs only 
30 to 40 minutes in the oven to heat thorough- 
ly and blend flavors, A dry dressing mixture 
should have a tablespoon or so of water 
sprinkled over the surface before placing lid 
on casserole and baking. 
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Is the turkey cooked . 


Telling when the turkey is cooked is a 
problem for some homemakers, Particularly 
those who cook a turkey only occassionally. 

A meat thermometer is the surest way to 
tell the degree to which the meat is cooked. 
Many new stoves come complete with a meat 
thermometer or probe, 

When the thermometer is inserted into 
the centre of the stuffing (midway be- 
tween hip and shoulder through the centre 
of the ribcage) it should register 165 degrees 
F. when the turkey is cooked. If turkey’is un- 


stuffed the meat: thermometer shovld be in- 


serted into the thickest part of the muscle on 
the inside of the leg next to the body. Be 
sure it does not touch bore. 

if a meat thermometer or probe is not 
available, the Poultry Products Institute sug- 
gests the “pinch” or “tw st’ test, With a little 
experience these are accurate tests for “done- 
ness”. As @ last resort just to double test, 
if one must, the meat may be stuck with a 
fork to see if it is tender. But frequent jabbings 


with @ fork during cooking only pierce the 
skin and lets too much juice escape from 
the meat, 

The “pinch test’ consists of pinching or 
pressing the meat between the fingers. Pro- 
ect fingers with clean paper towel or cloth, if 
meat feels soft when pinched or pressed>it 
is cooked, 

To “twist test)’ consists of twisting the 
drumstick from side to side. If it moves easily 
ond offers no resistance (like a very limp 
handshake), or if meat slips off the bone it 
is thoroughly cooked. 

To be at its tender best, turkey should 
not be under-cooked, When this happens the 
meat tends to: be rubbery or tough, There 
should be no’ pink color to the juice, it 
should be more on the yellow or amber color. 
Moist, tender meot may be a little harder to 
slice into thin smooth slices (unless one has 
a very sharp thin bladed knife) but the differ- 
ence in eating enjoyment is worth more than 
even slices.

Of course, the scoreboard will 
dictate the strategy for an all- 
out gamble from time to time.
